Details of Soudan Atrocities.

Paris, Sept. 1.—The Matin -today publishes 
details of the investigation into the conduct 
of Captain Voulet and Captain Chanothe, 
charged with barbarous cruelties to the na> 
tives in the French Soudan, which led to the | 
sending of an expedition under Lieutenant 
Colonel Klobb after them. 

According to the Matin the two officers 
mentioned, who were in command of a col- 
umn of troops, began ‘their work of bar- 
barity by beheading a native who had de- 
clared he did not know a road about which 
he was being questioned. Subsequently, it 
is declared, Voulet captured eighty natives, 
of whom he killed twenty of the women and 
children, shot a soldier for wasting ammuni- | 
tion, and burned a village of 10,000 inhabi- 


tants. 
| Shot Without Trial. 

Chanoine, it is added, shot two of his men | 
without trial for not pursuing a native who 
had wounded a soldier. 

He also burned a village, and, having lést | 
gix men in an engagement, rushed a village 
and captured twenty of the inhabitants, of 
which number he killed ten, placing their 
heads on pickets. It is further charged 
that Chanoine allowed his men to mutilate 
the bodies of the natives who were killed by 
cutting off their hands.

Cardinal Richard, Archbishop of Paris, 
paid a visit today to Premier Waldeck- Rous- 
seau on behalf of M. Jules Guerin, and urged 
a peaceful solution of the difficulty.

At the last annual meeting of the Brit- 
ish Association for the Advancement of 
Science its President, Sir Williatn Crookes, 
made the unpleasant prediction that the 
available area of the wheat-growing land 
of the world is being absorbed rapidly and 
that in about a generation, owing to the 
growth of the wheat-eating population, the

hot have more than enough to provide for 
home needs, and hence countries which 
do not feed themselves will have to stffer. 
This prediction, whieh has been made by 
other men less eminent than Sir William . 
Crookes, is criticised unfavorably by B. 
W. Snow in an article in the current num- 
ber of the Forum. — 

Mr. Snow says that it is not, profitable 
to discuss conclusions as to population and 
acreage based on data which are little 
more than mere assumption, or to offer 
indefinite testimony as to the possible num- 
ber of acres on the world’s surface adapted 
for wheat production. He devotes himself 
to pointing out one error which is so great 
as to vitiate all the calculations of the 
alarmists. * ‘They assume that the average 


‘acte yield of wheat is nearly stationary, 


and’that consequently the population, hav- 
ing increased by a given percentage in one 
or two decades, the wheat-bearing acreage 
must be enlarged in like ratio—which they 
say cannot be done—or there must be a | 
wheat famine. Mr. Snow's contention is 
that the yield of an average acre of wheat 
land in the United States is steadily in- 
creasing, and that the ratio of increase is 
large enough to make it an important factor 
in the calculation of future bread supplies. 

Mr. Snow divides the crop years 1880- 
1898 inclusive into four periods, each of five, 
years, except the last. He shows from the 
statistics of yield and acreage collected by 
the Department of Agriculture that the 
| producing capacity of American wheat land 
increased half a bushel per acre between the 
first and second périods, 1.8 bushels be- 
tween the second and third periods, and 1.4 


bushels between the third and fourth. } 


While the maximum capacity per acre in 
1880-84 averaged 13.9 bushels, in 1895-’98 
it was 17.1 bushels, or a gain of 23 per cent 


in less than twenty years. 


A series of years with conditions as favorable 
as those experienced from 1880 to 1884 inclusive 
p= give us a wheat production large enough to 
meet thé reatiirements of our increased population 
and to leave a surplus for export of 260,000,000 
bushels a year, against the 140,000,000 shipped 
annually from the crops of 1880 to 1684. As we 
may reasonably expect that nature will be as 
gracious in the future as in the past, it seems that 
any alarm over our own wheat supply in the near 
rele would be absolutely unnecessary. 


This increase in the potential yield is 
ascribed to tile drainage, improved meth-

“In 1880-1885 ten Southern States pro- 
ducing then less than ten bushels to the 
acre had an acreage of 4,116,000 acres, and 
prodtced 28,472,000 bushels of wheat. In 
1895-’98 the was only 2,703,000 
acres, but the yield was 26,500,000 bushels. | 
During the first period the States then pro- 
ducing 15.9 bushels and above to the acre 
—Ohio, Michigan,. Lllinois,. and Kansas 
were among them—had an acreage of 11,- 
570,000 acres, and produced 166,291,000 
bushels of wheat... During 1895-’98 the 
acreage of these States was 38,076,000 
acres, and the yield 595 million bushels.

Presumably President Kruger will not 
refuse to meet Sir Alfred Milner, though 
he may take exception to the proposed 
place of meeting. .OConferences kill time, 
and postpone the conflict which is perhaps 
inevitable. It is certain, however, that the 
British government will not abandon the 
claim, whether well or ill founded, that the 
Transvaal is not, as regards Great Britain, 
an absolutely independent estate. It would 
not be safe to abandon that vantage ground

THE ‘BICYCLE TRUST, 

Nearly two years ago the first efforts were 
made to form a bicycle combine, At last 
the promoters have succeeded. The Amer- 
ican Bicycle company has been organized. 
It is capitalized for forty million dollars, a 
figure much lower'than that proposed at the 
outset. That forty millions is made up of. 
twenty.millions in common stock, ten mil- 
lions in 7 per cent preferred stock, and ten 
millions in 5 per cent debenture bonds. All 
of the stock has been taken by the man- 
ufacturers whose plants have been pur- 
| chased, and they have also subscribed for 
a large portion of the bonds. No stock 
has been put on the market yet. Probably 
it will find its way there soon. The’plants 
and patents controlled by the American 
Bicycle company are not worth more than 
twenty millions. _The common stock, there- 
fore, is worth only what guileless investors 
may be wheedled into paying for it. It will 
not pay dividends, unless the price of bicy- 
cles is raised, If that is done the demand 
will decrease. 

The effect of competition on prices seldom 
has been illustrated more signally than in 
the use of the bicycle. 
buy today for $40 the best wheel in the 
market, while only a few years ago the best 


cost $150. There have been great improve- 
thente in processes of manufacture, which 
have made it possible to make wheels more 
cheaply, but had there been no competi- 
tion few of those improvements would have’ 
‘been made. When a manufacturer is ex- 
posed to sharp competition the question 
which he is asking himself afl the time is, 
how he shall reduce the cost of production. 
When competition ceases he does not ask 
Himself that question so often. So if the

In saying these agreeable things about 
one of our cherished large parks one must 
not forget that all the other five are like- 
wise ministering to the public comfort, each 
in its own locality, during these sultry days; 
and if Lincoln Park, through the possession 
of a separate pumping station, wears a coat 
of brighter green than perhaps any of the 
others, the water for the. others, which 
comes from the city system, is, so far as it 
goes, used to equally good advantage.

GENERAL LEE’S VIEWS. 

General Fitzhugh Lee, who is in command 
in western Cuba, makes the gratifying re- 
port that rapid progtess towards a state of 
peace, good order, and prosperity is being 
made there. The conditions are so en- 
couraging as to induce him to recommend 
the early establishment of an independent 
republican government with a President 
-and Congress elected by the Cubans. But 
he recommends also that American troops 
be retained in the island indefinitely, or at 
least until it is certain that the new gov- 
ernment understands its business seg is 
firmly established. 

Although General Lee has lived hecinae 
in Ouba and is better acquainted with ‘ 
Cubans than any other American who holds 
an official position there, the experiment he 
proposes is a risky one. That it will work 
smoothly is questionable. If the Cubans 
are given now a government of their own 
it will no doubt make grave mistakes. The 
nattral inclination of the military officers, 
when they see the government about to do 
that, will be to give good advice and if 
that is not heeded to give directions. The 
Cuban officials will resent that, and ill 
feeling will be created. E-ven if the Amer- 
ican troops are passive, the Cubans, when 
given quasi-independence, will be apt to 
resent their presence. They will prefer to 
raise an army Qf their own. 


It will be much easier to set up an inde- |. 


pendent republican government in Cuba 
than it will be to pull it down again if it 
does not work well.- The Cubans will not 
find fault if for good reason the organiza- 
tion of such a government is delayed. If 
organized and abolished, or organized and 

kept in a state of tutelage, their self-esteem 
will be wounded and they will complain 
they are treated like children. Congress 
will be likely to doubt the expediency of 
acting on General Lee’s advice.

BOASTS A ROYAL FOUNDER. 
ALLAHASSEE, the flower-be- 


decked capital city of Florida, 
_ boasts that it is the only Amer- 
ican city founded by a member 
of the immediate family of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte. Colonel 
Charles Louis Napoleon Achille 
Murat, son of the King of Na- 
ples and Caroline Murat, a sister 
of Napoleon Bonaparte, was born in 1800, 
and came to Florida as an exile twenty-eight 
years later. He purchased a tract of land 
in the Piedmont section of what was then 
called West Florida from the Seminole 
chief Tallahassee. Upon the rolling hills 
of his purchase many of his friends found 
homes, and three years later commissioners 
appointed by President Andrew Jackson 
agreed upon Tallahassee as the best loca- 
tion for the seat of government of the Terri- 
tory of Florida. The settlement had al- 
ready been named TaNahassee, after the old 
Seminole, and it at once became the most 
important point in the territory acquired 
from Spain. Colonel Murat, the son of a 
King, a Prince of the realm, a scholar of 
many attainments, an American citizen, and 
founder of the capital city of an American 
commonwealth, died in 1847, and lies buried 
in the old Episcopal cemetery, his grave 
sheltered by a kindly live oak; whose limbs 
are shrouded with drooping Spanish moss, 
that sways back and forth in the gentle 
southern breeze. His memory is cherished 
by the thousands of Floridans whose homes 
are ‘built upon the nobie hills that he first 
recovered from the forest. 


[BIGGEST OAKS ON EARTH. 


ALEIGH, N. C., has the largest 
pair of oak trees in the United 
States, when perfect symmetry 
of trunk and top is taken into 
consideration. They stand 300 
yards north of the Capitol .in 
the spacious grounds of the “‘ See 
House’’ of the Episcopal Dio- 
cese. There is practically no 

difference in their dimensions. The di- 

ameter of trunk at the ground level 

is nine feet, and six feet higher up is 

and one-half feet.

20 loads taken for the continent. The 
commission houses which bought December 
wheat early with few exceptions appeared 
as sellers later on. Foreign markets were 
generally easy. Liverpool closed %@!d 
lower on spot wheat and %@4 lower on 
futures. Argentine shipments were just 
half of th of the previous week, and 
private les intimated that Indian ship- 
ments are about over. Primary receipts 
were 824,000 bu, against 1,147,000 bu a year 
ago. Clearances were equivalent to 470,000 
bu. Northwestern markets had 565 cars, 
against 200 a week ago, and 946 a year ago. 
Local receipts for the corresponding three 
days were 140, 88, and 176 respectively. The 
local sample market was strong for the bet- 
ter grades of wheat. The offerings of damp 
low grade wheat are neglected and the 
prospects are for wider discounts. 

The feature in corn was the display of 
strength in September. There were no morn- 
ing deliveries of coarse grain on September 
contracts, and September corn from 30%c 
advanced to 31%c. The tone of the whole 
market was strong and in face of the weak- 
ness in wheat the close showed a net ad- 
vance of %e on all futures. Shorts bought 
December freely, and September advanced 
without much trade. Evidently the Sep- 
tember liquidation was disposed of late last 
week and early this. Country offerings were 
much less than on the previous day, and 
country commission houses instead of sell- 
ing freely were moderate buyers. Local 
receipts were 609 cars, or nearly 90 over the 
estimate. Crop. experts wired from Iowa 
points telling of the crop losing ground on 
account of dry weather: The fact that no 
rain has fallen here in three weeks had 
more or less influence with local speculators.

*“ Following the usual custom, the statistics 
relating to the production of coal in Illinois 
during 1898 have been taken from the an- 


nual report of the State Bureau of Labor 


Statistics. In doing this the principal fea- 
tures only of the State report have been ab- 
stracted, and the statistics are presented in 
@ manner as nearly uniform with those of 
other States as possible. 

linois was one of the thrée States 
whose product was less in 1808 than that of 
1897. The other two exceptions to the gen- 
eral increase were Montana and 
In Illinois the decrease in production was 
directly attributable to bitterly contested 
and protracted strikes at some of the larger 
‘mines of the State. The actual decrease as 
compared with the output of 1897 was 1,473,- 
459 tons of 2,000 pounds, but as’there was an 
increase of $95,069 in the aggregate value of 
‘the product, the industry as a, whole did 
not suffer from the loss in tonnage. It is 
evident that the mines unaffected by the 
strike reaped a material benefit from the 
‘idleness forced upon their competitors. 

“ Another feature in the statistics of Ili- 
‘nois production, common to most of the coal- 
‘producing States, is the increase in the use 
of mining machines. The number of mines 
in which machines are used increased from 
forty-three in 1897 to fifty-five In 1898, and 
the number of machines from 320 to 392. 
Owing, however, to the fact that the mines 
using machines were the ones principally 
affected by the strike, there was a decrease 


of over 600,000 tons in the machine mined | 
product, more than one-third of the total 


decrease in the State. The total production 
decreased 7.8 per cent; the machine-mined 
product, decreased 14 per cent.
